In accordance vuncement th 


veek « BULGRTIN a meeting of the citizens 
Edmonton and vicinity was held in the 
“ | house on Monday evening last 1). 


Koss was appointed chairman and J. A. Petrie 


eecretary. The meeting was not as large as 
might have been expected, considering the 
ject for which it was cailed, there being 


niv about forty persons present. 

The chairman said that the meeting had 
been called to find out what we wanted, ana 
as Kev. Father Leduc and D. Maloney were 
going to Ottawa with grievances on the part 
of the St. Albert settlers it was thought to be 
ayood plan to employ those gentlemen to 
lay our wants before the governinent there. 

Col. Jarvis thought that one of the first 
things we required was an amendment of the 
law relating to the duties on timber which 
pressed very heavily on the settler. 

A. Db. Patton said that one object of the 
mecting was to gain from the government a 
recognition of our rights to pre-emptions 
whethe. on odd or even numbered sections. 
As the land act stands at present those of us 
wio are on odd numbered sections are not 
likely to get our pre-emiptions. 

F. Oliver said that before discussing any 
resolutions, perhaps it would be as well for 
the meeting to decide who should be chosen 
to act as our delegate, as there might be a 
difference of opinion on that matter. He 
moved, seconded by A. D, Patton, that Rev. 
Father Leduc be requested to act as our del- 
egate and be empowered to lay such resolu- 
tions as the meeting might pass before the 
authorities in Ottawa, 

S. D. Mulkins said that he had no objec- 
tions to Rev. Father Leduc, but thought Ed- 
monton should send a delegate of its own, 
he therefore moved in amendment, seconded 
by A. Taylor, that the meeting nominate a 
delegate to represent Edmonton. 

KF. Oliver said he did 
in our case affairs had reached such a stage 
that a special delegate was necessary, as in 
the case of the St. Albert people, who had 
assurance that an injustice was to be perpe- 
trated upon them, All that was necessary in 
our case was for some one to lay our claims 
before the proper authorities and obtain an 
answer, and thus far Father Leduc could 
serve us as wellas a special delegate and at 
a very much less expense. When we received 
an answer to the resolutions passed at this 
meeting, would, in case the answer was Un- 
favorable, be the time to incur the expense of 
sending a special delegate. 

S. D. Muikins said he did not think if was 
the wish of the Edmonton people to have 
any person transact their business for nothing 
and if any expense was incurred it might as 
well be incurred in sending a special dele- 
vate who would be bound to act entirely in 
our interests, 

The chairman thought the discussion a little 
premature and that we should decide on what 
We Wished to send before we disputed about 
who should take it. The principal object of 
the meeting was to have all doubts re moved 
us to ourrights to receive our pre-emip dons 
trom the government. He would like to 
to hear the views of the meeting on this and 
kindred subjects.
